of rejected pipe that had been passed 
upon as good by former Engineer 
Davis. 
The B. P. S. stated that a 


complete report would be made by 
the new engineer in regard to the re- 
jected pipe in a few days. 


The new engineer sent a request 


today to the foundry where the pipe 
is made for a full statement of the 
weights and sizes of the pipes that 
were shipped here to the contractors. 
the American Light and AYater Com- 
pany. 


If this statement shows a differ- 


ence between the amount of pipe 
shipped and the amount paid for by i 
ihe city, it will look very much like! 


a collusion between ...the former en- 
ineer and the contractors. 


The B. P. S. has also been com- 


paring the number;ot valves to be 
found scattered over tlie streets of 
the city, and the nuYnftfer that were 
paid for on former Engineer Davis' 
estimates.

Cincinnati, May 31. — From the ex- 


ploding of a tank of gasoline m the 
demolished automobile of Dr. J. S. 
Atkius of Clifton, which was wrecked 
yesterday before 
noon in a collision 


with two cars on Vine street hill, near 
the entrance to Inwood Park, a whirl- 
wind of fire swept forth to complete 
one of the most serious, as well as the 
most remarkable automobile accidents 
recorded.

The burst of flame from the explod- 


ing auto tank not only nearly roasted 
to death the four injured members oi 
Dr. Atkins's party, entangled in thf 
wreckage of .the auto; which had been 
crushed like an egg-shell, but sent a 
scorching blast of fire through the twc 
street cars, crowded with passengers 
setting the cars blazing from one end 
to the other and penning the holiday- 
seeking crowds in a fiery furnace. 


During 
the 
resulting panic thf 


scorehftd and frightened men, women 
mid children struggled to escape from 
the exits. Many were trampled undei 
foot. 
Others were 
blinded 
by 
the 


flames, which burned off their hair ant' 
eyebrows and set fire to their clothes 
When patrol wagons, doctors and lir< 
engines arrived to join- the 
work of 


rescue there was found a scene of in 
describable confusion. 


Sixteen persons, including the foui 


members of Dr. Atkins's auto party 
were burned by the gasoline vapon 
and hurt in escaping from the cars 
while many others were bruised or 
'iurt to a minor extent, and all werf 
carried to places of safety or them 
selves groped their way to neighboring 
houses seeking relief for 
their 
in 


juries. 


The huge bonfire roared in the mid 


die of the street, and the two stree1 
cars and what was left of the auto 
mobile as fuel, and the roaring tanl 
of gasoline to kindle it, were reducer' 
to a heap of twisted iron and smokinr 
wheels in the short space of ten min 
utes. It made a strange and uniqiK 
sight, one never to be forgotten b; 
those who saw it.

She and her sister displayed remark- 
able nnrve and crawled out of reach of 
the lire until they were picked up and 
carried to the rear yard of Mrs. Fis-

The 


upper part of their dresses were burn- 
ed off. 


Dr. Atkins's face and 
hands were 


blackened and blistered, and his body 
was burned in many places where tho 
blazing gasoline 
struck him. The 


chauffeur escaped with the lightest in- 
juries of any one in the party. He was 
burned about the head and face, but 
was not seriously hurt. 


When, at a late'hour last night. Dr. 


Atkins returned to consciousness in 
the City Hospital, he was till suffer- 
ing greatly from'the pains his severe 
burns cause him. He had but a hazy 
recollection of the 
accident, except 


when he found himself on the ground 
with the burning gasoline encircling 
him. 
He lays the entire blame on 


Walter La vail, his chauffeur, who. he 
says, hs had engaged only a few days 
ago and who is new at the business. 


Dr. Creorge A. Fackler, one of the 


staff of thf ""-,' Hospital, attended Dr. 
Atkins shoriiy after the accident. The 
outcome of his injuries cannot, how- j 
e"cr, be foretold at present. In the ex- 
perience of physicians burns of this 
character are always 
dangerous, as 


i.hey bring complications in their wake 
that are often fatal.

Emma Goldman and 
cheered 
wildly 


when a ^mall American Hag was grab- 
bed from the hand of a little girl who 
wandered into the meeting and was 
torn into strips and trampled on the 
floor. 


The affront to the flag came in the 


midst of Berkman's speech, and the 
attention of ttie crowd was drawn to 
the act by the cries of the child. When 
the import of the act became known 
the cheering began and Berkman was 
interrupted. 


Policemen, under the command oi' 


Captain Healy, of the Chicago Avenue 
station, who were stationed 
in the 


rear of the hall, hurried to the scene 
of commotion and 
the 
tumult was 


quickly stilled. 


The significance of the disturbance 


escaped the police until tlie meeting 
was nenrlv ended, then a search was 
made for the man who had insulted the 
flag, bnt he could not be identified. 


Emma Goldman, high priestess ot 


the "Reds," was the first speaker, and 
she declared that the example set by 
Berkman in shooting Henrv C. Frick, 
would be followed in the future.

CHANGED PLAN 


Two Wings, Instead of a Building, 


for Agricultural Department. 


VIOLATION OF LAW CHARGED 


House Committee on Appropriations 


Questions Secretary Wilson and 
Sub- 


ordinates About tht Matter—Irrita- 
tion Displayed During the Hearing. 
The Testimony. 


Washington, May 31.—Violation of 


the law authorizing the construction 
of the new building for the depart- 
ment of agriculture was intimated by 
members of the house committee on 
appropriations. at the hearings on the 
sundry civil appropriation bill. In 1903 
congress appropriated $1,500,000 for 
this building. 
It^ was the general un- 


derstanding that this amendment was 
for the erection of a complete build- 
ing for the accommodation of the en- 
tire department. 


It was with some astonishment that 


the members learned that "somebody" 
has ordered the construction of two 
wings of what may be some day a 
completed building and that the two 
wings have practically exhausted the 
million and a half dollars. Moreover, 
the astonishment was not lessened 
when they were informed that the two 
wings, -when completed, will not be- 
gin to accommodate the department, 
and that congress will be called upon 
to appropriate another couple of mil- 
tons to fill the space between them. 
Considerable irritation 
was 
devel- 


oped during the hearings and Secre- 
tary Wilson and officials of the agri- 
cultural department were questioned 
concerning what is said to be a direct 
violation of law. 


Secretary of Agriculture Wilson was 


questioned by the 
commission and 


made a long prepared statement in de- 
fense of the present 
construction. 


"How can you justify your position?" 
asked Chairman Tawney. "When you 
made your plan, if you became satis- 
fied that $1,500,000 was not enough 1 
should have thought you would have 
informer congress .before going on with 
the plan you adopted." 
"You have a 


wong idea in your mind there," said 
Mr. Wilson. "We made a plan to ex- 
haust $1,500,000. We built in such a 
way that congress might add to it, 
and we made no plans but for our 
buildings." 
The secretary then went 


on to detail the great growth of the 
department and to defend his course 
In erecting wings that might be added 
to. The secretary at several points 
asked Mr. Tawney to get out of his 
mind the idea that he had any com- 
pleted plans; that he was going to 
make any demand for further build- 
Ings or that more money would be 
asked for. 


F. S. Gardner, mechanical engineer 


of the department, was asked if he 
knew the limit of cost of the entire 
building and replied that he did—that 
it was $1,500,000. "You are construct- 
ing a building with two wings?" asked 
Chairman Tawney. "Yea sir," replied 
Mr. Gardner. 


"Does your plan contemplate a cen- 


tral administration building?" inquired 
the chairman. 
"It does," said Mr. 


Gardner. 


"Is that also in the contract?" "That 


has not been appropriated for. No 
sir," replied Mr.-Gardner. 


"Do you know," asked Mr. Tawney, 


"who is responsible for the plans of 
the building that is now being erected 
that was authorized, accepted and ap- 
proved?" "The secretary of agricul 
tare," replied Mr. Gardner.

Michael Davitt Dies at Midnight After 


a Long Illness. 


FATHER OF THE LAND LEAGUE 


Greatest Smypathy Displayed by All 


Classes in the Emerald Isle—Retired 
From Parliament in 1899, but to the 
Last Took Keen Interest in All Po- 
litical Question*. 


Dublin, May 31.—Miciael Davitt, 


after a long aud painful illness, died 
peacefully at midnight in the presence 
of his children and of many of his 
most intimate friends, including John 
Dillon. Shortly before the end Father 
Hatton, Mr. Dillon's confessor, had 
been with him. 


Mrs. Davitt, who was in constant 


attendance on her husband until a 
few days ago, when she herself was 
taken ill, lies prostrate in the same 
hospital, too weak to leave her room. 
She has not yet been informed of her 
husband's death. 
It is stated that 


Mr. Davitt left a written message, but 
if so its purport has not transpired. 
The greatest sympathy has been dis- 
played by all classes during Mr. Dav- 
itt's illness. The hospital was besieged 
by anxious inquiries. 
John E. Red- 


mond, leader of the Irish party in 
parliament, was a frequent inquirer by 
telephone from the house of commons 
and gave up his proposed continental 
trip owing to the condition of his 
friend, the father of the Irish land 
league. 


Mr. Davitt retired from the repre- 


sentation of South Mayo in parliament 
in 1899, but to the last took a keen 
interest' in the politics of his country. 
Death was due to blood 
poisoning,

St. Petersburg, May 31.—A cam- 


paign of unceasing attacks on the min- 
istry by means of interpellations on 
Inexhaustible subject of bureaucratic 
abuses was mapped out by the consti- 
tutional Democratic 
central 
com- 


mittee. The members of the confer- 
ence were aroused from a dry discus- 
sion of tactics by news of the con- 
demnation to death of Warsaw terror- 
ists for the attempted murder of a 
policeman and the trial by court mar- 
tial of 36 more political prisoners at 
Riga, who are in jeopardy of the fate 
of the eight executed there May 29. 
This precipitated another character- 
istic outburst of fury against the gov- 
ernment and probably will be made 
the subject of pressing Interpellation. 
The government, however, Is taking 
its time to answer Minister of the In- 
terior Stolypin, having announced that 
he would respond to questions ad- 
dressed to him only after the return 
of the officials who have been sent to 
investigate the conditions on which 
the attacks are based. 


It seems altogether certain now that 


the Goremykin ministry will remain in 
power until the% passage of an agrarian 
bill by parliament renders conflict un- 
avoidable. It is known that Premier 
Goremykin placed his designation m 
the hands of the emperor in case the 
latter desired to act on the address of 
the lower house of parliament in re- 
ply to the speech from the throne, 
but the emperor declined to accept the 
resignation, stating that the cabinet 
was carrying out the policy which he 
desired.

Street Railway Employes at Detroit 


Demand Increase of Wages. 


Detroit, Mich., May 31.—Talk of^a 


Btreet railway strike in this city and 
environs, where practically 
all the 


traction lines are owned by the De- 
troit United railway, has grown acute 
within the past few days. The motor- 
men and conductors have petitioned 
for an increase in wages from 23% 
cents an hour, the present rate, t« 30 
cents an hour. 
The company sub- 


mitted a counter proposition offering 
20 cents, 23% and 25 cents, according 
to the length of time a man had been 
in the company's employ. This pro- 
posal of the company was rejected- at 
a mass meeting of the men. W. D 
Mahon, national president of the Amal- 
gamated Association of Street Railway 
Employes, stated that if the company 
would offer the men 27 cents an hour 
the proposal would be immediately ac- 
cepted. 


Omitted the Tribute. 


Guthrie, Okla., May 31—Much feel- 


ing was aroused here 
when M. L. 


Mock, adjutant of Hartranft camp No. 
3, G. A. R., omitted from the general 
order sent out from Grand Army head- 
quarters at Washington for use on 
Memorial day that part which paid a 
glowing tribute to the women of the 
Confederacy. Captain Mock announc- 
ed that in his opinion the camp would 
not have favored his reading. 
It is 


probable that the Grand Army head- 
quarters will be notified of his action 
by southerners here. 


French Budget. 


Paris, May 31.—The cabinet is meet- 


ing twice daily to decide on the pro- 
gram for presentation at the opening 
of parliament The budget presents a 
difficulty, showing a

proximately $52,000,000. The method 
for meeting this has not been decided 
upon. 


Ratify Anglo-Cuban Treaty. 


Havana, May 31.—The senate rati- 


fied the Anglo-Cuban treaty nt com-

amended by the foreign relations com- 
mittee May 13. The vote was 11 to 4. 
The opponents to the amendments de- 
clare that Great Britain will not ac- 
cept the treaty in its amended form, 
while the advocates declared tbat the 
friendship of the United States was 
ihe first consideration in any event.

URGES FARM 


FOR NEGROES 


President Roosevelt to the Students 


of Hampton Institute. 


MAKES A NOTABLE ADDRESS 


Maintains That Education Will Fit 


None for Citizenship Unless There 
Is the Right Type of Family Life in 
the Home—Industrial Work for the 
Black Man. 


Hampton, Va., May 31.—President 


Roosevelt delivered an interesting'ad- 
dress 
to the colored students of 


Hampton institute, dwelling on the 
necessity for the development of char- 
acter, 'maintaining that education will 
fit no one for citizenship unless ac- 
companying it there is the right type 
of family life in the home. President 
Roosevelt 
spoke extemporaneously 


and with deep earnestness. 
Speaking 


directly to the negro students, he said: 


"There is nothing that can be done 


better for th,e white mjm, who is 
to live side by side with the colored 
man than to train that colored man to 
be a good citizen. The good man, 
who is a/white man, by his presence, 
is a benefit to every colored man in 
the community and the safety of the 
white man is in having the colored 
man grow to be a good and decent 
man. From the standpoint- of the col- 
ored man the only real way to help 
him is to help Mm help himself. 


"It is often said that the true place 


for the negro is in industrial work, 
and it is true place for the average 
man, and we will not get our civiliza- 
tion upon a proper basis until we root 
out ol the mind of the average mail 
and the average girl of whatever color, 
the belief that to become a poor cleric 
is a belter thing than being a first- 
class hand worker, a first-class me- 
chanic or a first-class agricultural la- 
borer. The wrong twist that lias been 
given to our education in the past has 
been largely responsible tor the very 
unhealthy development of the city at 
f 1.3 expense of the country. Never in 
the pgst has any nation been perma- 
nently great when the city population 
has been enormous in size as com- 
pared with the country population. 


"If there is one thing I would like 


especially to impress upon your minds 
it is to advise you to take up the work 
on the farms with the intention of 
owning them. In doing that you will 
be doing only what the best, the most 
intelligent and most advanced white 
people are more and more growing to 
'do. 
The growth of agricultural col- 


leges and their development has been 
one of the significant features of edu- 
cation for the white 
race 
because 


more and more have people grown to 
realize that the child of the farjner 
must ne developed scientifically, his 
activities be given full play as they 
can only be given through the aid of 
education and science." 


Roosevelt "Was Present.

Columbus, May 31 —Further exca- 


vations into the prehistoric 
mound 


on the English farm, south ot 
the 


city Wednesday disclosed 
two more 


bkeletons in a fair state of preserva- 
tion, making in all five skeletons thus 
tar removed. 


Owing to the extent of the mound 


which is about 75 feet in diameter 
and abotit "> feet 
high, a complete 


and exhaustive exploration would be 
no small task, but from the limited 
operations already -completed it ap 
pears to be literally filled with skele- 
tons, and would giye the impression, 
of being rather 
an

burisrt 


ground, as distinguished from 
the 


type of mound generally supposed to 
have been used as fortifications, sig- 
nal mounds, or those of s ceremonial 
nature. 


This opinion is borne out by the 


fact that workmen have 
unearthed 


human bones only a few feet under- 
ground in the vicinity of the mound 
at several different places. 


That the mound is not a anatural 


elevation is shown by the fact that 
the mound itself as well as several 
acres surrounding it, are of "made" 
earth, and doubtless conveyed to this 
place for th" purpose of building the 
sarthwork.
